éd a petition to’ Lord Cromer in which they 


express their confidence in the general admi- 
nistration of the country and deprecate the 
lcunstitutional changes proposed by the General 
' PAssembly. 
The following is the text of aletteraddressed 
to Lord Cromer by the British oan 
merce dated 9th March, 1907 : 
'y Lord,—I have the honour to fnform your 
Lordship that)my Committee having heard 
feelings of distinct apprehension that the 
Egyptinn General Assembly, at their recent 
meeting, had passed a resolution in favour of 
the establishment of an Egyptian Parliament 
having control of the finances of the country, 
a special meeting of the Chamber was called 
on the 7th inst., to consider the question. 
After discussion, my Committee unanimo”sly 
passed the following resolution, which I 
venture to ask your Lordship to kindly trans- 
mit to His Majesty’s Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs -: 
“The Committee of the British Chamber 


of Commerce ha’ read with great- regret 


and concern the recent accounts in the 
press of the resolution. passed by the 
Egyptian General: Assembly for the 
establishment of an Egyptian parliament 
having control of the finances of the coun- 
try, simaltaneously with agitations.in the 
British Parliament for'an enquiry into the 
Egyptian system of administration. 

“And “would respectf lly urge on His 
Majesty's Government thatany steps that 
would tend to materially change the 
existing system of administration of the 
country would be premature, and fatal to 

, the best ‘interests of all c'aases in Egypt, 

both Native. and European, and while 
grievously impeding the great and growing 
commerce of’ the country, would be a 
serious blow to her moral and financial 
prosperity”
